The governing factor in the al- 


ternating rise or tall of asscs.-.ed valuations is 
!he continued rise or fall o! expenditures by 
various political subdivisions ol government. 
Jl is the money spent, not the levy nor the 
assessed value, which is the core of this prob- 
lem of taxation. No step involving equaliza- 
tion is going to wipe out the fad. that if gov- 
ernment calls for certain sums, then that is 
the ticket.

Too Much For 


One Man 


Even after he became one of the three ad- 


ministrative directors provided for in adop- 
tion of the seven-man council plan, Dave 
Erickson continued on to be officially desig- 
nated as city engineer. Direction of a num- 
ber of far-flung activities in an administrative 


sense constituted the addi- 
tional 
responsibility 
as- 


sumed by Mr. Erickspn be- 
sides the technical burdens 
falling to him and to those 


under him on his staff. 
That is a pretty- 


large package. By their action earlier in the 
week, the mayor and his colleagues took the 
title of city engineer from Erickson. Now 
he is to be known officially as the director 
of parks, public properties and improvements. 
It is significant, however, that while he has 
the title, parks actually are under Welfare 
and Safety Director Emmett Junge. 
This 


further limits Mr. Erickson's activities to 
public properties and improvements. Under 
this final group come the two city utilities, 
the street department, paving repair depart- 
ment, sidewalks and inspection. The latter 
two are comparatively minor and should re- 
quire very litHe of Mr. Erickson's time and 
energy. 


* 
Thus, in reality, Mr. Erickson is down to 


three things upen which to concentrate his at- 
tention. He will devote himself, apparently, 
chiefly to the utilities, street maintenance 
and paving: repairs.. It would appear that the 
mayor and the Council expect Mr. Erickson 
to occupy a larger role in the utility set-up— 
water and lights—handle more of the ad- 
ministrative detail connected with them—and 
devote himself more to planning than the 
previous pressures upon his time and energy 
permitted. Mr. Erickson's salary was left 
undisturbed at 512,000 a year. 


* 
Lincoln is now engaged in a large-scale 


construction 
program to expand its water

Gen. George C. Marshall

The public life, the military life is a most 


difficult one, and often the greater a man's 
accomplishments, the more fuel doesvhe add 
to the flame of the rabble rousers. 


One of the principal news stories of the 


week concerned Gen. George C. Marshall, 
author of the Marshall Plan, a man whose 
reputation as a soldier was made during 
World War I. 


Recently Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy placed 


in the Congressional Record a statement 
damaging to 
the 
reputation of_ General 


Marshall. The statement was contained in a 
letter written by former Secretary of Wai- 
Harry H. Woodring. Mr. Woodring, a former 
governor of Kansas, said in a letter that 
Marshall "would sell out his grandmother 
for personal advantage." 


Any reckless person can concoct such a 


statement. But doesn't it seem strange that 
in this age of science when men demand per- 
fection in their machines that the political 
world sometimes will accept half-truths and 
lies? 


The record shows that at the close of 


World War II. Marshall retired to his country- 
home at Leesburg, Va. He was 65. He had 
served the army for 43 years, and he was 
tired. 


But the same clay he arrived at Leesburg, 


the telephone rang. It was President Truman 
urging him to accept a new mission, this time 
to China to try to end that country's civil 
war. Marshall promptly but wearily agreed. 


For more than a year he attempted to 


negotiate a truce between Nationalists and 
Communist forces. We know now that this 
was an impossible task. 


Before he left China, Marshall piedged 


new service for this country-, this time as 
the 54th U. S. Secretary of State, replacing 
James F. Byrnes. When he took over Com- 
munism was plungiing across Europe. 


There are many critics today of the vast 


expenditure which has helped Europe to get 
on its feet. But persons from the' York com- 
munity who have gone to Europe ivill tell 
you that most of the little people of the 
devastated continent are grateful for the aid 
they have received from America. Some point 
to the clothes on their back and exclaim: 
"These came from America "

heckling the State and Defense 
Departments in order to get con- 
tracts 
for a German combine 


which, in turn, has promised to 
buy its heavy equipment from one 
of his Nevada friends. 
He has 


cross-examined U.S. officials be- 
hind closed doors, called Spanish 
cabinet member over the trans- 
atlantic phone—all in order to cut 
the Germans in on the construc- 
tion of U.S. bases. 


He has also used his seniority 


on the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee to caLl repealed meetings 
and badger busy officials, taking 
care to keep the doors closed and 
the press barred. 


This column, however, has re- 


ported what went on after each 
meeting, and here is a report on 
the last session. 


This time, McCarran charged 


that though Spain didn't object to 
German contractors, the United 
States nevertheless was exclud- 
ing them. Angrily he accused U.S. 
officials of favoring American firms 
over his German friends for Hie 
subcontract work, though later he 
denied this. 


At one point, he exploded at 


Undersecretary of the Air Force 
James Douglas, charging him with 
inconsistency. 


"It is my recollection that . . .'' 


Douglas began again. 


"I don't want your recollection! 


Never mind your recollection!" 
bellowed McCarran. 


"I take it," bristled Douglas, 


still trying to get a word in, "the 
senator objects to the possibility 
of American firms being associ- 
ated . . ." 


"That is not true, and there is 


not anything in there to justify 
that inference," the Nevada sena- 
tor almost screamed, though he 
had previously complained that 
American firms were getting first 
crack at the subcontracts ahead 
of German firms. 


Douglas tried to answer a series 


of nagging questions, but McCar- 
ran cut him off again. 


"Now you have engaged in about 


as much double-talk as I have 
heard 
in a short 
time." 
he 


snapped. 


"I am sorry the senator feels 


that way. It is not intended as 
double-talk," replied life Air Force 
official. 


"There is not anyone here who 


caiugive us inlonnation," McCar- 
ran added sourly. "I think some 
day or another we will get the 
information from some source, 
"but up to date there have been 
none." 
"I think I have to say in reply 


that we had rather full hearings 
extending, according to my recol- 
lection, over three-and-a-half days, 
Douglas reminded the senator.

threatened McCarran, "that I am 
going to oppose any appropriation 
for this work until the matter has 
been explained to this committee 
as to what is being done and who 
is doing it."

it you who gave this to Drew Pear- 
son? Was this you who gave the 
hearings to Drew Pearson?" 


"No, sir," denied Douglas. 
"Who did out of your depart- 


ment?" The Nevadan kept at him. 
"I have no idea," shrugged Doug- 


las. 


"You heard him on television, 


did you not?" demanded McCar- 
ran. 


"No, I did not.'' replied the Air

Brother Milton's Part 


In The New Farm Plan 


WASHINGTON—The country, to 
all intents and purposes, now has 
a new farm policy. The Eisen- 
howers—Milton and Dwight D.. in 
that order—have put it over and 
it will figure in national politics 
as the Eisenhower program. 
Its heart is a flexible price 


system as contrasted with the 
high rigid supports which Con- 
gress enacted in wartime to in- 
crease production but had previ- 
ously refused to abandon "when 
peace brought costly and mount- 
ing surpluses. 


The President says his brother. 


Milton, is the smartest man he 
knows. He never ceased trying- 
to get the new legislation after 
Milton assured him that the flex- 
ible system was the real road to 
farm prosperity. 


Actually farm price supports 


will still be very high—82^> per 
cent to 90 per cent, instead of 
a rigid 90 per cent. Also, the 
government's holdings are still 
immense. Thus, in practice, the 
new policy will be gradual and 
evolutional. 


Even so. it represents 
the 


abandonment of a principle under 
which the American farmer en- 
joyed his greatest prosperity and 
which at long last brought his 
living standards into line with 
those of the city dweller. What 
he thinks of the change, there- 
fore, is of burning consequence 
in the fall elections. 


Republicans are relying upon 


a combination of the farmer's 
normal voting habits, the Eisen- 
hower prestige and the American 
Farm Bureau Federation to pre- 
vent a serious breakaway. 


Meanwhile, they hope to capi- 


talize on the appeal of lower food 
prices—which are not yet a real- 
ity—to the city dweller. Chairman 
George Aiken (R-Vt) of the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee al- 
ready has plans to hold hearings 
in selected spots across the na- 
tion on the food price quest on. 
He will make the middleman the 
villain, turning a relentless spot- 
light on the canner. processor 
and shipper. 


What the GOP has in mmd 


here are those 50-odd margmal 
House seats in industrial a r e a s 
which swing from one party to 
the other by about 5 per cent 
of the vote. 


It is willing to annoy its sena- 


tors in farm-belt areas—which 
are heavily Republican—because 
its calculations show that 
the 


House is in far greater danger of 
going Democratic than the Sen- 
ate. For example, no matter 
how mad farmers are it is| 
doubtful that they will vote out 
Senators Karl Mundt and An- 
drew Schoeppel in South Dakota 
and Kansas respectively or elect 
Democrats to the two senate va- 
cancies in Nebraska. 


Admittedly the farm issue" may 


hurt in Minnesota, Iowa and Illi- 
nois, but there the odds are on 
incumbent Democratic Senators 
Humphrey, Gillette and Douglas, 
anyway.

It is significant, however, that while he has 
the title, parks actually are under Welfare 
and Safety Director Emmett Junge. 
This 


further limits Mr. Erickson's activities to 
public properties and improvements. Under 
this final group come the two city utilities, 
the street department, paving repair depart- 
ment, sidewalks and inspection. The latter 
two are comparatively minor and should re- 
quire very litHe of Mr. Erickson's time and 
energy.

Thus, in reality, Mr. Erickson is down to 


three things upon which to concentrate his at- 
tention. He will devote himself, apparently, 
chiefly to the utilities, street maintenance 
and paving repairs-. It would appear that the 
mayor and the Council expect Mr. Erickson 
to occupy a larger role in the utility set-up— 
water and lights—handle more of the ad- 
ministrative detail connected with them—and 
devote himself more to planning than the 
previous pressures upon his time and energy 
permitted. Mr. Erickson's salary was left 
undisturbed at $12,000 a year.

Gen. 
George C. Marshall 


(From The York News-Times) 


The public life, the military life is a most 


difficult one, and often the greater a man's 
accomplishments, the more fuel doesvhe add 
to the flame of the rabble rousers. 


One of the principal news stories of the 


week concerned Gen. George C. Marshall, 
author of the Marshall Plan, a man whose 
reputation as a soldier was made during 
World War I. 


Recently Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy placed 


in the Congressional Record a statement 
damaging 
to 
the 
reputation 
of General 


Marshall. The statement was contained in a 
letter written by former Secretary of War 
Harry H. Woodring. Mr. Woodring. a former 
governor of Kansas, said in a letter that 
Marshall "would sell out his grandmother 
for personal advantage." 


Any reckless person can concoct such a 


statement. But doesn't it seem strange that 
in this age of science when men demand per- 
fection in their machines that the political 
world sometimes will accept half-truths and 
lies? 


The record shows that at the close of 


World War II. Marshall retired to his country- 
home at Leesburg, Va. He was 65. He had 
served the army for 43 years, and he was 
tired. 


But the same day he arrived at Leesburg, 


the telephone rang. It was President Truman 
urging him to accept a new mission, this time 
to China to try to end that country's civil 
war. Marshall promptly but wearily agreed. 


For more than a year he attempted to 


negotiate a truce between Nationalists and 
Communist forces. \Ve know now that this 
was an impossible task- 


Before he left China, Marshall piedged 


new service for this country', this time as 
the 54th U. S. Secretary of State, replacing 
James F. Byrnes. When he took over Com- 
munism was plungiing across Europe. 


There are many critics today of the vast 


expenditure which has helped Europe to get 
on its feet. But persons from the" York com- 
munity who have gone to Europe will tell 
you that most of the little people of the 
devastated continent are grateful for the aid 
they have received from America. Some point 
to the clothes on their back and exclaim: 
''These came from America." 


President Ensenhower last week came to 


the defense of General Marshall. The Presi- 
dent realized that Gen. Marshall more than 
any other man. 
built the strategy that 


whipped the Axis in World War II.

Brother Milton's Part 


In The New Farm Plan 


WASHINGTON—The country, to 


all intents and purposes, now has 
a new farm policy. The Eisen- 
howers—Milton and Dwight D.. in 
that order—have put it over and 
it will figure in national politics 
as the Eisenhower program. 


Its heart is a flexible price 


system as contrasted with" the 
high rigid supports which Con- 
gress enacted in wartime to in- 
crease production but had previ- 
ously refused to abandon when 
peace brought costly and mount- 
ing surpluses. 


The President says his brother, 


Milton, is the smartest man "he 
knows. He never ceased trying 
to get the new legislation after 
Milton assured him that the flex- 
ible system was the real road to 
farm prosperity. 


Actually farm price supports 


will still be very high—82^ per 
cent to 90 per cent, instead" of 
a rigid 90 per cent. Also, the 
government's holdings are still 
immense. Thus, in practice, the 
new policy will be gradual and 
evolutionary. 


Even 
so, it represents 
the 


abandonment of a principle under 
which the American farmer en- 
joyed his greatest prosperity and 
which at long last brought his 
living standards into Hne .with 
those of the city dweller. What 
he thinks of the change, there- 
fore, is of burning consequence 
in the fall elections. 


Republicans are relying upon 


a combination of the farmer's 
normal voting habits, the Eisen- 
hower prestige and the American 
Farm Bureau Federation to pre- 
vent a serious breakaway. 


Meanwhile, they hope to capi- 


talize on tiie appeal of lower food 
prices—which are not yet a real- 
ity—to the city dweller. Chairman 
George Aiken (R-Vt) of the Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee al- 
ready has plans to hold hearings 
in selected spots across the na- 
tion on the food price quest'on. 
He will make the middleman the 
villain, turning a relentless spot- 
light on the canner, processor 
and shipper. 


What the GOP has in rnmd 


here are those 50-odd marginal 
House seats in industrial a r e a s 
which swing from one party to 
the other by about 5 per cent 
of the vote. 


It is willing to annoy its sena- 


tors in farm-belt areas—which 
are heavily Republican—because 
its calculations show thai the 
House is in far greater danger of 
going Democratic than the Sen- 
ate- 
For example, 
no matter 


how 
mad farmers are

iaj 


doubtful that they will vote out 
Senators Karl Mundt and An- 
drew Schoeppel in South Dakota 
and Kansas respectively or elect 
Democrats to the two senate va- 
cancies in Nebraska.

nois, but there the odds are on 
incumbent Democratic Senators 
Humphrey, Gillette and Douslas, 
anyway.

Senate Group Okays Federal 
Aid For Local Water Projects 


WASHINGTON W>— The Senate 


Interior Committee has a'pproved, 
with some change, a House-passed 
bill to provide for federal aid to 
local interests in building recla- 
mation projects. 


• The bill would authorize the gov- 
ernment to assist state and local 
public agencies in Nebraska and 
other western states. 


The state and local agencies 


could construct projects costing not 
more than five million dollars and 
receive 
substantially 
the 
same 


benefits which would come if the 
projects were being constructed as 
federal reclamation projects. 


Amendments Addod 


The government would pay for 


the portion of any project which 
includes such general benefits as 
flood control, recreation, fish and 
wildlife conservation and water 
pollution. It would lend money for 
the remaining costs of the project. 


The Senate committee tacked on 


an amendment requiring that any 


project with an estimated cost of 
more than $200,000 would have to 
be authorized by Congress. 


The bill now goes to the Senate. 
Chairman Miller (R-Neb) of the 


House Interior Committee. \vho 
sponsored the bill, said he thought 
tne amendment would be accept- 
able to the House.

It's all because the St. Louis 


Browns have* moved to Baltimore. 
As things stand now, Baltimore is 
a "Western" club and rarely has 
home dates when Washington is 
playing at home. 


If Philadelphia's franchise went 


to Kansas City, Baltimore in all 
likelihood would become an "East- 
ern" club and would' be playing 
half its home games when Wash- 


ington also was at home. 


Baltimore is only 40 miles from 


Washington. 


"There just aren't enough peo- 


ple in this area to support two 
teams." Griffith said. 


"It's a good'bet that the Balti- 


more ownership also would vote 
against the shift to Kansas City. 
So it would be necessary to line 
up only one more adverse vote to 
defeat the proposed shift. 


Griffith said he wouldn't like to 


iee the A's move out of Philadel- 
phia at all. But he added that this 
doesn't mean he wouldn't give his 
approval to a franchise shift to 
some city other than Kansas City. 


He suggested Toronto as a good 


possibility. 


"It's close enough to the Eastern 


cities that it could come in as an 
Eastern club," he said. "And it's 
centrally enough located that it 
would be a convenient stopping 


place for all the teams in the 
league." 


Toronto has been mentioned as 


a possible site for a. transferred 
Philadelphia club, but' it has not 
been considered with the serious- 
ness of Kansas City, where back- 
ers have already made a four mil- 
lion dollar bid for the franchise. 


Meanwhile, Philadelphia officials

Moon said the 32-year-old Ne- 


braska law has not been amended 
since it was put on the books.

Senate refused to accept a com- 
promise version of the adminis- 
tration's atomic energy bill Fri- 
day despite an llth hour plea by 
President Eisenhower that pas 
sage was "in the vital interest of 
the United States." 


It rejected the legislation on a 


48-41 roll call .vote, sending it back 
t-j a second conference with the 
House. 


Senate conferees were instructed 


on a voice vote to insist that a 
section be written into the bill re- 
quiring 10 years ol' compulsory 
patent sharing by private industry 
entering the atomic power field". 


Patent rights proved to be the 


. big stumbling block when admin- 
istration leaders tried to push tlie 
controversial 
legislation 
through 


the Senate under a three-hour de- 
bate limitation agreement. 


Delay Possible 


The Senate's action may mean 


another delay in the adjournment 
of Congress, although some sena- 
tors who opposed the first com- 
promise sairi it could take only a 


. few hours to get House agreement 


on the changes they want. The 
House approved the compromise 
version last wee_k. It probably will 
take up the bill again when it 
reconvenes Monday. 


Practically rewriting the Atomic 


Energy Act of 1946, the Lill pro- 
vides for the entry of private in- 
dustry into the development of 
atomic energy, permits the Atomic 
Energy Commission to construct 
full-scale power plants if it gets 
special congressional authorization 
and allows the president to share 
more nuclear secrets with friendly 
.nations. 


Last month, in what Majority 


Leader 
Knowland 
of California 


called "a full-fledged 
filibuster," 


the Senate debated the measure 
for 13 days. 


As the bill came back to the 


Senate in compromise form it pro- 
. vided for granting private firms 
exclusive 17-year patents, renew- 
able for the same period, on any 
atomic devices and processes not 
conceived or made under govern- 
ment auspices. 


AEC Preference 


It also provided that, for the 


first five years, concerns agreeing 
to share their patents would be 
given preference by the AEC when 
it grants licenses to manufacture 
commercial atomic equipment. 


But a strong bloc of Democratic 


senators said this wasn't enough— 
that the bill would tend to create 
a monopoly in the atomic energy 
business, giving a few powerful 
companies the benefits of six bil- 
lion dollars in taxpayers' money 
invested by the government in 
atomic pioneerig.

"Its provisions with 
respect to patents adequately meet 
my recommendations . . ." 


But when the test came 42 Dem- 


ocrats, 5 Republicans and Sen. 
Morse (Ind-Ore) refused to accept 
the compromise. Republicans vot- 
ing against the administration on 
the issue were senators 
Cooper 


(Ky), Dworshak (Idaho), Langer 
(ND), Malone (Nev) and Youne 
(ND). 


Two Demos 


Thirty-nine 
Republicans 
voted 


for the bill. They were supported 
by two Democrats. Senators Byrd 
(Va) and Fulbright (Ark). 


Democrats who have fought so 


long against what they call dan- 
gerous features of the bill were 
jubilant at the result. Sen. Gore 
(D-Tenn), one of the leaders in 
the fight, walked over to Democra- 
tic Leader Lyndon Johnsen of Tex- 
as and gave him an enthusiastic 
whack on the back. 


In last month's fight on the issue 


there were some rumblings of 
Democratic criticism of Johnson 
because he joined GOP Leader 
Knowland of California in a move 
to limit debate. But Friday John- 
on was a leader in the fight to 
send the bill back to conference.
